London. Oct 11—Today 
begins the 


third year of the war in South Africa. 
This is the subject for editorials in all 
the morning papers, in connection with 
the reply of Mr. Broderick's defense of 
the government's conduct given last 
evening. 


The London Times today says: 
"The tone of Mr. Brodrick is excel- 


lent; but the official defence for the 
faults and omissions of the past is 
lame and impotent, while the official 
promises for the future are toi» vague 
to be very reassuring." 


i,ondoa, Oct. 11.—xne secretary of 


war, 
Mr. Brodrick, replying to Sir 


Charles H. Vincent's offer to raise fresh 
' roops or do anything else to assist th« 
government, declines tbe proposal, and, 
in doing so, lengthily reviews the British 
position iu South Africa, obviously in 
answer to the persistent and searching 
criticisms of the ministerial journals 
and members of parliament that the 
government is languidly content to let 
the war drag on. 


Mr. Brodrick says, to begin with, that 


nothing Lord Kitchener has asked for 
has not been promptly met. He adds: 
"We have, roughly, 200,000 men and 
450 guns in South Africa, and over 100,« 
000 men are under training at home. 
We have no difficulty, therefore, in 
keeping the field army up to its requisite 
strength by drafts, and if a further call 
be made we are in a position to meet 
it with the utmost promptitude." 


Mr. Brodrick recites what the war 


office is doing, providing supplies for 
314,000 persons, directly or indirectly 
connected with the war, feeding 248,- 
000 horses and mules, and maintaining 
four months' reserves of f-ood tot men 
and animals. Sixty-nine mobile col- 
umns, perfectly equipped, are n6w in 
the field, and 10,000 remounts are being 
landed monthly, besides those captured. 


Mr. Brodrick says tbe anxiety can b» 


set at rest at home. The government 
has never interfered with Lord Kitch- 
ener, in whose vigorous prosecution 
of the wai they have entire confidence. 


Alluding to Lord Kitchener's sending 


back poorly trained yeomanry, Mr. 
Brodrick replies that they would have 
been trained earlier but for the opinion 
of military advisers in South Africa and 
at home, up to'Noveraber, 1600, that no 
fresh troops were needed. 


"Whea Lord Kitchener asked for 9000 


more," says th.e war secretary, "the 
government sent out to him 61,000 fresh 
troops during the first six months of 
1901, 
besides arms for 20,000 local 


levies."

S, "I protested," he said, "against sign- 
ing the report as beiag inaccurate, but 
I was finally persuaded to do so by the 
senior member of the board, Command- 
er Waimvright, who thought that was 
the best we could do, even if we stayed 
until doomsday, aud I signed it under 
protest. My first objection was that 
the chart was inaccurate; tu.'tt the posi- 
tipn of the Iowa as plotten OQ this chart 
gave her too much speed. In order to 
keep the Iowa in relative postion to the 
ether ships for certain distances she ap- 
proximately appeared to be mating IS 
knots, when she was making 9 to 10." 


"Another objection I had was the 


Initial position of the Brooklyn when 
the Spaniards first left the harbor. I 
contended that the Brooklyn's position 
was too close to the mouth of the har- 
bor; that she was not in her regular po- 
sition. She was south of it. I based the 
opinion on the fact that when I first dis- 
covered the Spaniards coming out of the 
harbor I looked over toward the other 
chips on our left, and the Brooklyn was 
very nearly abeam of the Iowa. The 
Tpwa was holding north, directly into 
the harbor." 


Commander Schuetze was asked In 


regard to his observations of the Brook- 
lyn in the battle of July 3.

late president at Ihe national capitol. 
The memorial will be erected at Canton, 
that city having been his home through- 
out his public life and selected by him 
as his final resting place. 


The memorial is to be, in the highest 


sense, the sincere expression of all the 
people of the country of their love for 
President McKinley and of their ad- 
miration for the qualities expressed so 
eminently in his life and deeds.

Boston, Oct. 11.—Little Italy did honor 


to the memory of President McKinley 
yesterday with an observance which 
was none the less sincere because it was 
unique. Business was generally sus- 
pended throughout the north end and 
at 2 o'clock a parade which included all 
of the Italian societies of the city start- 
er from North End park.

' The great railroad systems in the 
country are uniting in a movement to 
do away entirely with the free pass 
'system, by which officials of one road 
were enabled to travel f rea, on all other 
roads in the country. The abuses to 
which this interchange of courtesies 
hftve been put are illustrated by the 
popular report In regard to a certain 
"railroad company" in New England, 
The road in question runs a distance 
of about five miles from one quarry to 
another, and Is used solely for the 
transportation of stone.

OIL FOB TCNNEIi FUEL 


The announcement of the Boston & 


Maine railroad company that the ex- 
periment of using oil-burning engines 
in 
the 
Hoosac tunnel will soon 


be 
begun 
is 
of 
more 
than 


ordinary local interest. The Fitchburg 
and the Boston & Maine companies 
have worked steadily for some years 
on the problem of doing away with 
the smoke nuisance in the tunnel. A 
large ventilating fan, extra care on 
the part of the engineers and many 
other things have been tried, but with- 
out complete success. 
It has been 


thought that electricity 
as 
motive 


power would prove the oftly success- 
ful remedy, but there were difficulties 
in the way of this that have been great. 
The recent use of oil for locomotive 
fuel in the far west has proved suc- 
cessful according to the reports that 
have come from there, and the Boston 
& Maine was quick to look to this as 
a. possible remedy. 


The problem of tunnels has assumed 


an entirely new phase since the fa- 
mous Hoosac, first of the big tunnels, 
was completed. Then the problem Vas 
to construct the tunnel. Now the prob- 
lem is to use it in comfort 
Tunnel 


after tunnel longer than the Hoosac 
has been built, the science of tunnel 
construction 
having 
been 
largely 


based on what the engineers learned 
in piercing the local mountain. The 
largest and greatest of tne big tunnels, 
the Simplon tunnel In the Alps, is now 
in process of construction and will be 
open for traffic in 1904. This large piece 
of work is nearly 12 miles in length, 
and makes the five mile hole whose 
western gateway we guard seem a 
small thing indeed. 


But when the method of economical 


construction was solved, then came the 
question of using the tunnels. When 
the Hoosac was first used the volume 
of traffic was so small compared with 
what it is today that the smoke prob- 
lem was no problem at all. The steady 
increase in traffic, the ever growing 
number of ever enlarging engines puf- 
fing their way up the grade to the 
center of the tunnel, has given rise to 
the present conditions, which is giv- 
ing the railroad officials a tussle with 
their wits. The Hoosac is not alone in 
the question. The tunnel by which 
local passengers enter New York city 
by train ha& of late been the source of 
great complaint from the same cause, 
and the officials of the road which con- 
trols that turfnel have been facing the 
same problem, with the difference that 
they have not seemed half so ready to 
tackle it as have the officials of the 
Boston & Maine, whose latest experi- 
ment let us hope, will result in success.

Lively Time at a Fire on Chestnut 


Street Yesterday Afternoon. Less 


Will Not Exceed $2000. 


Fourth Fire In That 


Group of Buildings 


The first fire of any consequence this 


year occurred yesterday afternoon in 
the frame building at the foot of Chest 
nut street owned by Watson and Hop- 
kins, and occupied by A. M. Whippie, 
Brlgham & Co., and the 
Ballston 


cold storage company. The total loss 
reached about $2000, but was covered 
by insurance. Mr. Whippie sustained 
the largest loss, all his tools, miscel- 
laneous stock, and models being com- 
pletely destroyed. The roof of the 
building was also badly damaged. 


The fire started in Mr Whipple's 


shop on the second floor, but the cause 
is something of 
a mystery. It is 


thought, however, 
that a stove in 


which there was a light shaving fire 
was responsible. Mr. Whippie himself 
was in the shop a few minutes before 
the fire started, and says that when 
he left he thought that the fire in the 
stove was nearly out. 


The alarm was rung in about 4.30 


o'clock by one of the men working in 
the B. and A. freight house, and the 
department was on hand in remark- 
ably quick time. 


The fire was found to be in the top 


story and for the most part in the 
roof. The first line of hose was run in 
from the Chestnut street 
hydrant 


through the alleyway between the two 
buildings. Then a line was laid from 
the Quincy street hydrant and car- 
ried to the west side of the building 
where a ladder had been carried up 
to the top story. There was a big 
crowd of spectators present and when 
Driver McSheen of Hose 2 started up 
the ladder with the line of hose and 
wearing the new smoke helmet there 
was great interest in his movements.

C. L. W, 


HUMAN MONKEYS STUDIED 


Profevaor Haeck«l T«U« of the Inter 


estlng; Species. 


Professor Haeckel's latest publication 


contains Borne curious Information re- 
garding the human monkey of Java 
says a London correspondent. A mos 
Interesting specimen of tbe young gib- 
bon was watched by Professor Haecte 
at his own house in Java. 


The species is found only In Java and 


Is called Hylobates leuclscus. The na 
tlves call It, on account of the charac 
teristic sound it utters, "oa." When 
standing, It is scarcely taller than a 
child of six years. The head is compar- 
atively small, and it has a small, slen- 
der waist. The legs are short and the 
arms much longer. The face la more 
human than that of the orang outang. 


Professor Haeckel says: 
"Its physiognomy reminded me of the 


manager of an insolvent bank ponder- 
ing with wrinkled brow over the re- 
sults of a crash. Distrust of the oa 
toward all white Europeans is noticea- 
ble. On the other hand, he was on 
terms of intimate friendship with the 
Malays in our household, especially 
with the small children. He never 
crawled on all fours when tired of run- 
ning, but stretched on the. grass be- 
neath the tropical sun with one arm nn 
der bis bead. 


"When I held tasty food just out of 


bis reach, he cried like a naughty child, 
'Huite, hutte!' a sound altogether dif- 
ferent from 'Oa, oa!' with which he ex- 
pressed various emotions. He had a 
third and more shrill sound when be 
was suddenly frightened. 


"Tbe speech of these human mon- 


keys has not many different sounds, 
but tbey are modulated and altered in 
tone and strength with a number tit 
repetitions. 


"Tbey also use many gestures, mo- 


tions with their bands *nd grimaces, 
wbicb are so expressive in manner that 
a careful observer can detect their dif- 
ferent wishes and various emotions. 


"My specimen liked sweet wine. He 


grasped a cup in both hands and drank 
like a child. He peeled bananas and 
oranges just an we are accustomed to 
do. holding the fruit In his left hand. 
Moat of tbe Malays do not regard the 
gibbon and orang outang as brutes. 
Tbey believe the former are bewitched 
men and the bitter criminals who hare 
been changed to monkeys as punish- 
ment Others think they are men in 
the course of development"

Many of the 
friends he had made while living there 
were in the habit of passing their va- 
cations in the little Vermont village 
and to some of them Miss Myra had 
more than once said that she wished 
she could return to New York to live. 


The Sun continues. Three weeks ago 


when the summer season at Heartwell 
ville was closing she disappeared. Two 
days later a boy apparently about 
16 years old walked into the offices of 
the H. W. Johns manufacturing com- 
pany at 100 William street and asked 
for a job. 


"The boy seemed so respectable and 


so anxious for work," Charles B. Hor- 
ton, 
one of the managers of the com-

The police of Lowell have asked the

police for informa- 


tion concerning Elizabeth Caisse, who 
was murdered by her lover,

J Cooley, near Lowell, the 5th. It is 
learned 
that Joseph Caisse, formerly 


of Willimantic, 
but now of Adams, 


was the husband of 
Mrs. Caisse. 


They separated 12 years ago. Her mai- 
den name was Barrie, 
and she came 


from Baltic, 
where her parents are 


still living. 
Joseph Caisse of Adams 


was seen last night. He had not heard 
of the murder and did not know wheth 
er the woman was nis wife or not, but 
thought 
it very possible that she 


might be. He married Eliza Barrie at 
Willimantic, Ct, some 17 years ago, 
and they diu not live happily. He says 
she left him two or three times with- 
in two years after their marriage, and 
finally 
left him to live with a man 


named Brown. He was living at D'odge 
ville, R. I. when his wife left him the 
last time and he has not seen her for 
10 or 12 years. 
They had one child, 


which 
the woman took away some 


time after they parted, and he does 
not 
know whether the child is living 


or not. Mr. Caisse has lived at Ad- 
ams the past five years. The last time 
he heard anything about his wife was 
10 or 12 years ago, when a man from 
Lowell- 
told she was living in {nat 


city and keeping a resort. Mr. Caisse 
tried to get a divorce some years ago, 
but the Catholic church would not al- 
low it.
